"THIS book, by Mr. Williaú Martin, 


the foreign editor of the Journa 
Genéve, is likely to be ‘scanned chiperly ns 
statesmen and politicians of ‘the war

PIONEERING IN. NEW 
ZEALAND. 


OULD that it were possible for every 

' book of travel or adventure, or 
even of pioneering experiences, to be 
written in the same cheery, philosophic, 
gossipy and yet informative strain which 
4s the mark of ‘ Pioneering in Poverty 
“Bay, N.Z.,”’ by Philip T. Kenway. What- 
ever the author discusses, whether it be 
toil in his early days, or himself in rela- 
tion to things, pr the idiosyncrasies of 
other settlers, or, horses or sheep or dogs, 
always his sense of humour comes out and 
gives him a kindly, human outlook on 
things. 

Over fifty years ago, as a young man 
daunted by the tameness and restraint of 
home life in England, he went to New 
Zealand to join an elder brother who had 

taken up sheep-farming there. His book 
now is a record of the impressions of a 
settler who ‘‘ made good,’’ as the phrase 
has it—a man who sees nothing to regret 
in that early decision. 

His readers will realise without being 
told how it was that he and his brothers 
succeeded. One word describes it—work. 
‘fle and his family made the best of things 
as they were and enjoyed their life 
immensely. One thing is clear, and that 
is that pioneering fifty years ago in New 
Zealand meant a struggle, but it had its 
rewards. :

THE SOUTH SEA BUBBLE. 


What a strange, dramatic history it had 
during these years of wandering! In its 
panorama we see Thomas Guy, book- 
seller and lighterman’s son, waxing rich 
by speculating in Change Alley, and 
leaving £240,000 to found the splendid 
hospital hospital which bears his name; 
Sampson Gideon, the Jew, piling up a 
million by spectacular gambling, not too 
honest; and Alexander Fordyce, an 
Aberdeen hosier, qualilying as “the 
richest man in London, before the crash 
came which left him £4,000,000 in debt 
and ruined hundreds. 

We see the South Sea Bubble rise, swell 
and burst. Stock at one time quoted at 
a pound, rose to £1,200 in a few delirious 


months. Two months later it had fallen to 
£86, and thousands of families were 
ruined. With the Bubble, crash went 


scores of other wild-cat schemes, from 
companies for ‘‘extracting butter from 
beech-trees’’ and for supplying ' air 
pumps for the brain ” to a projection * to 
carry on an undertaking of great advan- 
tage, but nobody to know what it is!” 

i these credulous and excitable years 
thousands were victimised by hoaxes—as 
when a horseman rode furiously to Change 
Alley shouting, ‘‘Queen Anne 1s dead ! 
and striking panic in the Money Market 
by the false news. In 1715, after. the 
forces of the Pretender had been scattered, 
a carriage-and-six raced South from Scot- 
land, proclaiming the news that the 
Pretender was captured. The Funds rose 
rapidly, and a large fortune was realised 
by those who had engineered the trick. 


OVEREND’S BANK. 


The records of the Stock Exchange are 
full of stories of imsane speculation, 
followed by an equally mad panic and 
wholesale ruin. Soon after (George 
Stephenson had placed his first locomotive 
on the metals of the Liverpool and Man- 
chester line, all England was on fire with 
the railroad fever. In the first nine months 
of 1848 more than a thousand companies 
(nearly all fraudulent) were floated, and 
October added 363 more. From prince to 
porter all England scrambled and 
struggled for allotments. Then came the 
ó a followed by a stampede as of wild 
cattle before a prairie fire. Again came 
universal ruin and wreckage. 

In May, 1866, London was paralysed by 
the news that the great banking house of 
Overend, Gurney and Co., had collapsed, 
with liabilities amounting to £19,000,000. 
Within a few hours all stocks and shares 
dropped heavily. One great. financial 
house after another came crashing down. 
The city was in a state of panic, face to 
face with disaster, which was only averted 
when the Bank of England came to the 
rescue with advances of 125 million 
pounds. ; : | 
The period of the Napoleonic wars was 
full of dramatic experiences for the Stock 
Exchange, as when, one day in 1814, two 
officers in French uniforms, in a laurel- 
wreathed and mud-covered carriage, drove 
through London, scattering papers among 
the excited and cheering crowds, announc- 
ing the fall and death ol Napoleon. The 
good news flashed over London. The 
Stock Exchange was delirious, and stocks 
soared like rockets. Then came the dis- 
coverey that the Government had received 
no such news, and later that it was false— 
but not before the hoaxers disguised as 
French officers had reaped a rich harvest.

RETIRING FROM IMPERIAL 
PARLIAMENT. 


The Right Hon. Thomas Moles, Member for 
South Relfast, has decided not to seek re- 
election to the Imperial Parliament for that 
constituency. In a letter to Dr. William 
Gibson, J.P., and Mr. James J. Hyde, J.P., 
Chairman of the Ormeau and Cromac Unionist 
Associations, Mr. Moles states: 

“ For some time the state of my health has 
heen giving cause for anxiety. Following 
upon my recent illness the doctors have 
insisted that, if I am to avoid a complete 
breakdown, I must reduce the heavy demands 
upon my time and strength. 

“In these circumstances I have, with 
regret, to intimate, through you, to the 
electors of South Belfast that I shall not be 
a candidate in the approaching election for 
Members to serve in the Imperial Parliament. 

‘Ten years have elapsed since I was elected 
to that Parliament as representative of the 
Ormeau Division. Four years later—follow- 
ing upon important changes produced by the 
Government of Ireland (1920) Act—I had the 
honour of an unopposed return for the united 
constituency of South Belfast. Since then 
J have twice enjoyed the same distinction. 
Throughout the whole period of service my 
relationships with my constituents and the 
official associations have been of the happiest, 
and to the best of my power I have en- 
deavoured to justify ihe confidence so 
generously reposed in me. 

‘‘Many questions of grave concern to Ulster 
had to be debated and decided in Parliament 
since 1919. Im these, as also in the discus- 
sions upon post-war problems, I hope I may 
without immodesty claim to have taken a 
ful! share. 

“Through her own Parliament Ulster now 
controls the great social services which once 
formed the subject of so much debate in the 
Imperial Parliament It is my h that in 
the Northern Parliament I may still be able 
to be of service to my native Province, 
should the electors so decide.”’ i 

Mr. Moles is Deputy-Speaker and Chairman 
of Ways and Means in the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland.

GUN DISAPPEARS. 
Turning to the witness this man said: “I 
think the Civic Guards are in the habit of 
coming here,’’ to which the witness replied 
in the negative, adding: “ With the exception 
of gun-licensing business.” At the mention 
of the word “ gun ” the raider said: “ Where 
is the gun?’’ The witness replied that it was 
just at his elbow. The gun was not seen 
afterwards. The witness did not see the type- 
writer removed, but it was missing after the 
raid. : 
Continuing his evidence, Mr. Barry said :— 
“While this was going on I could hear the 
Poppy Day collection boxes being broken, 
two of which were in the room and one of 
which contained 28s. or 29s., which had been 
collected that day for the Poppy Fund.”

MONEY DEMANDED. 
When the car was running he was brought 
back to the house and placed in the room 
with the other members of the household. 
One of raiders then said: '' We want £5 from 
you.” The witness said that he had not that 
amount, whereupon the other raider said: 
“ We'll smash all the furniture in the house.” 
Following a talk between the raiders one of 
them said to the witness: ‘‘ How much have 
u got”’ to which he replied, “21.” 
“ Will that do Jimmy, ' said one to the other, 
and being apparently satisfied they accepted 
the £1. One of them then asked for 6d. 
which he said he required for registration, 
and which the witness gave him, the raider 
remarking, “ You'll get this money back in a 
month it you do not inform the Civic Guards, 
but if you do you'll be under the sod in a 
month.’ i 
The witness, continuing, said that the 
family, the visitors, and the maids were all 
marched upstairs by the raiders, who were 
armed with revolvers. 
“We were all marched into a box-room,” 
said the witness, “and warned not to leave 
it under the penalty of being dropped. We 
were told not to strike a light, and some ten 
minutes later I heard the raiders leaving in 
my car which was found sbandoned in Cork 
on the following day.” 
Cross-examined by the accused, Fitzgerald, 
the witness said that he could not recognise 
the men again as they were masked. 
Mrs. Muriel Barry, wife of the previous 
witness, gave corroborative evidence. . 
William Conroy, publigan, Carrigtwohiill, 
stated that both of the accused were in his 
house on the afternoon of the night in ques- 
tion, but he could not give the exact time. 
Evidence of the arrest having been ten- 
dered, the Justice said that there was no case 
in his opinion to go before a jury, and he 
accordingly refused informations 
he accused Fitzgerald—Before the Court 
closes I wish to make a protest.

ATTEMPTED MURDER 
CHARGE. 


CLARE GIRL’S SEVERE 
WOUNDS. 


“Tt was only a miracle that the girl 
escaped. No surgeon in Dublin or London 
could have made the same incision with one 
slice of a knife and avoided the femoral 
artery,” said Dr. D. C. Pearson, Lisdoon- 
varna, when giving evidence at Ennistymon 
Court, where John McKeen, of Caherbarna, 
a farmer of about 56 years of age, was 
charged with the attempted murder of a 15- 
year-old girl named Bridget Linnane, with 
assault on his own sister, Mrs. Mary Dillon, 
and with attempting to commit suicide. 

Bridget Linnane said that she lived at 
Knockeven with three unmarried uncles. On 
25th November she had seen accused three 
times about the house. The second time he 
left the house he had an open razor in his 
hand. Half an hour later he returned, and 
petting between her and the door, he slashed 
er with the razor on the leg through the 
clothes, and then on the back of the neck. 
on the cheek and on the hip. Mrs. Dillon 
intervened, and she succeeded in escaping to 
a neighbour's house. From start to finish 
of the attack McKeen had said nothing to 


her. 
Answering Mr. Cullinan, who defended, the 
witness said that there was no reason why 


he should try to kill her. i 
Mrs. Dillon gave corroborative evidence, 
and said that when she tried to rescue 
Bridget Linnane she had got accidentally cut 
on the wrist by the razor.

Some interesting statements con ing the 
distribution of premium bulls in the Irish 
Free State were made at the Congress of 
Cow-Testers in Thurles by Captain C. J. 
McCarthy, in his review of the policy of the 
Department of Agriculture in regard to the 
improvement of cattle and swine. 

aving alluded to the Department's efforts 
to solve the problem of competition with 
chilled meat by largely increasing the number 
of premium bulls, and by the operation of the 
Live Stock Breeding Act, 1925, he said :—In 
1925 about one bull in every 25 standing for 
service was a premium animal, whereas in 
1928 about one in every nine bulls was of 
remium standard. The number of premium 
bulls of each breed subsidised in 1 was

DAIRY STOCK. 
In connection with the Department’s yd 
of cattle improvement, the premium bull has 
for many years played a promiment part. A 
large percentage of these bulls are of Dairy 
Shorthorn ancestry, and are widely distributed 
Eromeny in the dairying areas. These and 
heir progeny are gradually enabling the dairy 
farmers to grade up their cattle to a desirable 
level of merit. Intermingled with premium 
bulls are special dairy bulls, located mainly 
with members of Cow-testing Associations and 
pedigree breeders. The cumulative effect of 
these outstanding sires is evident in the 
great improvement in shapes, size fcr age, 
substance and quality of the yoang non- 
pedigree Dairy Shorthorn bulls presented for 
inspection at the principal shows throughout 
the country. To any close observer, this 
improvement is indeed remarkable. A few 
years ago it was common to find a large pro- 
portion of the bulls presented at these shows 
of bad colours, poor shapes, thick and hard 
in the hide, long of leg, and of poor quality. 
To-day quite a number of these animals are 
of excellent colours generally, mossy oa coat, 
soft and unetuous in the skm, nice to the 
touch, deep and symmetrical in the body, and 
short in the ] Indeed, it is difficult to 
discern any difference between the level of 
merit of the best. of them and that of pedigree 
animals. 
With the development of this type from the 
Dairy Shorthorn cows of the country, and 
the wide distribution of pedigree Dairy Short- 
horn sires of outstanding merit, we can 
sure of maintaining and improving the good 
qualities of the cows and heifers needful 
for our dairy requirements, and ai ihe same 
time establishing suitable foundation stock 
for the production of early maturing saleable 
cattle where it is found desirable tc cross 
them with bulls of the beef breeds. But it 
is all important that this point should be 
borne in mind—that the more closely these 
cows approach io the Shorthorn ideal, the 
more profitable will it be to mate them with 
beef bulls. 

DISTRIBUTION OF PREMIUM BULLS. 
The Galloway is confined to the Highlands 
of Connaught and Donegal. In these cold, 
bleak rezions, clad with little else but sedge 
aud heather, and where dairying, even in a 
small way, is out of the question, the Gallo- 
way serves a useful purpose. In fact, it is 
doubtful if any other breed of caitle except 
The Gallo- 
way is favoured by nature with two coats of 
hair. A long outer coat, which acts more or 
less like the thatch on a rick to protect the 
body from the wasting effects of the rains of 
these wild regions. Inside the “thatch ” this 
breed has a soft furry coat which enables 
them to suffer intense cold without injury 
They are rather slow to mature, but when 
finished make beef of excellent fiavour and 
quality much sought for by the trade. They 
cross well with a white shorthorn, producing 
the highly-prized blue-grey cattle so keenly 
sought for by the grazier and butcher. 

The Kerry is the only pure breed of Irish 
origin now in this country. It has existed 
for centuries on the old red samdstone regions 
of Southern Kerry and Berehaven Peninsula, 
County Cork. Though a typical, active 
mountain breed, it milks well, and when 
brought down from its native mountains to 
better pasture, fattens readily too. The 
Kerry is a typical dual-purpose cow, and no 
other breed of cattle could equal it for milk 
production, both in quantity and quality, on 
the inoor, heather, sedge and coarse grasses 
which form the chief diet on its native 
mountaine. 

DEFINITE AREA FOR KERRIES. 
For many years the Department of Agii- 
culture had in view the importance of con- 
serving this invaluable breed of mountain 
cattle, but, though a fair number of premium 
Kerry bulls was placed in the typically Kerry 
country each year, still, owing to the great 
demand outside Kerry for high-class females 
of this breed, and the fact that some farmers 
in the mountain areas. were breeding from 
inferior bulls, not of good Kerry type, com- 
paratively little progress was! made in raising 
the general level of merit of the breed in 
the more isolated and remote localities. Faced 
with such a position, special provision ‘was 
made in the Live-stock Breeding Act, 1925, 
whereby—a . definite. area was, with certain 
ogame set aside exclusively for Kerries 
only, 

This is now known as the Kerry cattle area, 
and lies between the sea and a line drawn 
from the inner reaches of Dingle Bay, through 
Killorglin, Beaufort, Killarney, Headford 
Junction, and southwards to Snave Bridge on 
Bantry Bay. Within that territory with the 
exception of a few small patches of better- 
class land, the cattle are now, after three 
years’ working of the Act, mainly black 
This is due to 
the a F of Kerry bulls, and to the 
location of about 35 or 40 high-class pedigree 
Kerry bulls there annually | under the Depart- 
ment’s scheme. 

THE HEREFORDS. 
Bulls of the Hereford breed are located 
chiefly in Meath, Westmeath, Longford, Ros- 
common, Galway and King’s County. They 
Má goes’ a beef breed. Nature has pro- 
vided these animals with very thick skins, 
which enable them to live and thrive out of 
doors in almost all kinds of weather. Some 
of the land in the counties mentioned is low- 
lying, damp, rushy, and does not provide 
nutritious herbage. On such land, unsuit- 
able for dairying, it is doubtful if the 
Hereford has any equal among other breeds 
of cattle as an economic propositidh. 
It is quiet, hardy, a great outlier, and 
fattens easily. It therefore serves a most 
useful purpose in those low-lying areas of 
second class damp land, in the central plains, 
where dairy farming is almost unknown. 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS. 
There is a comparatively large number of 
premium bulls of the Aberdéen-Angus breed 
spread rather widely amongst the various 
counties. They are excellent for crossing 
with a view to early beef, but they leave no 
permanent mark of improvement on the 
cattle of this country. Their progeny sell

cleaned, uniform in quality and in nice, fresh 
condition. 

Fortunately, the breed of pig which pro- 
duces the first grade bacon, the large Irish 
white, is also suitable for the production 
of nice lean pork of prime quality. As a 
national policy, therefore, we should aim at 
producing the one type of pig only in this 
country—the long, oi thrifty, quickly 
maturing animal of the large white breed. 
This breed of pig, given proper care and feed- 
img, will be ideal for pork at from 60 Ibs. 
to 90 lbs, dead weight, or can be converted 
into primest bacon at or about 1 cwt. 1 qr. 
14 lbs. to 1 cwt. 2 qrs. 0 Ibs. dead weight. 
It is, therefore, a question of vast importance 
for the country to discard fancy breeds and 
colours. 

BREEDS RECOGNISED FOR PREMIUMS. 
Two breeds only are recognised under the 
premium boar scheme—namely, (1) the large 
white Ulster; (2) the large Irish white or 
large white York. The large white Ulster 

r iums are now confined to the 
Counties of Monaghan, Cavan and Donegal. 
In all other counties boats oí the large Irish 
white breed only are subsidised. The large 
Ulster is suitable for the volled bacon trade 
popular in Glasgow. It has very little hair, 
a thin skin, and is rather inclined to be 
overfat. Owing to its thin skin. this pig is 
very easily injured in transit. while alive. 
So the custom in the North is to kill the 
igs on the farm and sell the carcases at the 
ocal market as dressed pork. 

Though the large Ulster appears to suit the 
rolled bacon trade with Glasgow and a few 


other ceutres, it is not a suitable 
breed for either the pork or bacon 
trade with England, unless it is 


crossed with a large white York boat. 
The total numberof boars standing for service 
in the Free State is about 2,300. Almosi 
half of these ave of premium standard. Some 
of the non-premium’ boars are the progeny 
of pedigree sires and are, therefore, of fair 
standard. The balance are boars of poor type 
and are doing the swine industry a serious 
injury. 

NEED FOR LICENSING. 
In view of the position of the swine 
industry in this country and the serious com- 
petition with which we have to, contend in 
the British market for our pigs and pig pro- 
ducts, the time appears to hows come, when 
we must more or less standardise our pork 
and bacon pigs Haphazard breeding from 
mongrel boars. cannot be allowed to lower 
the reputation of our best pork and bacon 
any longer. The time is ripe, therefore, for 
wns the pruning knife on the “scrub” boar 
in the national interest. It is proposed 10 
apply the provisions of the Live Stock Breed- 
ing Act to boars this year, and we hope 
to put it into operation next summer. From 
that time forward all boars of the prescribed 
age will have to be examined and only those 
of a good type licensed for service purposes. 
The standard required will not be too high 
at first for two reasons: (1) Boars are mainly 
kept by men of slender means to whom the 
service fees are the main source of income. 
We shall endeavour to give them an oppor- 
tunity. to adjust themselves to the change 
required. (2) Owing to the fact that pig 
come into use at a munch earlier age and breed 
more rapidiy than other farm animals, it 
should be possible to effect as great. an un- 
provement in our pig stocks in three years as 
we could achieve in our cattle in six. 
If you take up pig-breeding, he added, 
do not embark too largely in the business, 
but stick to your b sows once you have 
taken it up. You will then almost invariably 
have pigs ready for market when prices are 
high, and will come out best in the long run.

FREE STATE CENSUS OF 
PRODUCTION. 
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CLOTHING AND MILLINERY 
TRADES. 

The Census of Production report on the 
clothing and millinery trades in the Irish 
Free State in 1926 has been issued. It shows 
that in 430 establishments, including factories 
and workshops on the Factories and Work- 
shops Register, the large general drapery 
houses, and the principal tailoring and dress- 
making businesses, the net selling value of 
goods made and sold, or added to stock, was 
£1,536,657, and the amount received for work 


done from customers’ own materials was 


It is said that, although the figures given 
in the report cover a very substantial part 
of the clothing and millinery industry, they 
are inadequate to represent the whole 
industry. The following table shows the 
value and, in some cases, the quantities of 
goods made and work done in the principal 
establishments during 1926 :—

A special meeting of the Donegal County 
Council was held on Wednesday to consider 
the question of the reductions in the valua- 
tions of the railways in the county, when it 
was decided to lodge notice of spree ! 

The Secretary (Mr. Sean D. MacLoughlin) 
said that as a result of appeals against the 
recent revision of valuation the valuations of 
the railways had been reduced from £7,186 
18s. to £4,286-16s., meaning a reduction of 
£2,900 over all the railways in the county. 

in reply to Mr. P. J. Cole, the Secretary 
said that these reductions affected the Great 
Northern, the Lough Swilly, and the County 
Donegal Railways. The Council had not been 
notified of the grounds on which the redaction 
was made. 

Mr. 8. A. Baxter said that would mean a 
loss to the county of £1,500. 

The Secretary said that if the new valua- 
tions remained, the Council would have to 
refund to the railways about £1,500. Hoe 
understood the reasons for the reduction were 
that the railways were not paying. 

Mr. Cole said that if the ‘farmer's profits 
diminished he had sttil to pay ‘the rates. 

Captain Scott suggested that the Ccuncil’s 
solicitor should be consulted before any appeal 
was decided upon. The incidence of valua- 
tion as regards railways was different from 
any other valuations. Their valuation was 
based on worki profits, and they should 
carefully consider first whether they had any 

ounds of appeal. As regards the Lough 

willy Railway, he thought that it would 
be hopeless to appeal. 
THE BASIS OF VALUATION. 

Mr. E. Mahony said that if the railways’ 
valuations were based on earning capacity it 
would be a silly thing for the Council to 
appeal against the reduction, but he could 
hardly conceive that this was the basis of 
valuation, because always he understood rat- 
ing valuation was on property and not on 
business. The business of some of the rail- 
ways had not been conducted on the best 
possible lines. 

Mr. Baxter said that for eighteen years 
the Lough Swilly Railway had been paying 
seven per cent., and paying virtually no rates 
at ail. 

The Secretary said that this revision only 
had been suggested by the railways when i! 
suited themselves. When the profits went 
up, as they did undovbtedly during the war 
years, the valuations were not increased 
accordingly, but allowed to remain at the 
rate fixed. Under the Act under which the 
Lough Swilly Railway Company was built, 
the company was absolved altogether from 
rates except on the agricultural land through 
which the railway passed, for tén years. They 
then applied for ‘a farther extension, which 
was successiully opposed by the County 
Council. 

Mr. E. Gallen said that some time ago 
that Council passed a resolution calling for 
an inquiry into the working of the various 
railway systems in the county. The maiier 
was raised in the Dail, nad the Minister for 
Commerce refused to hold an inquiry into 
one system. That Council had, however, 
asked for an inquiry into the entire systems 
of the county. 

POSITION OF RAILWAYS. 
Mr. Gallen further pointed out that, not 
only were the railway companies affected by 
the rates, but they were hard hit in paying 
rates to subsidise their competitors. While 


that. there were a number of r e 
paying is. in the’ £ on rR gpl sen 
towards the Letterkenny Railway. Why did 
the Government. overlook that when talking 
abont the revision of the burden on the rail- 
ways? When the Great Southern Railway 
was being amalgamated ratepayers ir that 
area similarly circumstanced were relieved 
of their responsibilities. In the area around 
Lifford. they were payiug a contribution of 
£700 a year to the railways. It was a 
monstrous arrangement that a few townlands 
Should subsidise this railway company, 
which was run by the Midland and Great 
Northern Companies, who were the practical 
owners. 

He would bring this question of the 
guarantee to a head at a subsequent meeting 
by. moving that it be withheld. * - 

Mr. J. F. O'Donnell said. that it would 
be futile to appeal against what 
done with regard to these vaimations.

across the border.

The Afghan Revolt. 


Gradually the facts about the recent 
disturbances in Afghanistan are beginning 
to reach the outer world. There is no doubt 
that a serious rebellion has been in pro- 
gress. About a month ago the Shinwari 
tribes went into revolt against King 
Amanullah, but, as they always were 
troublesome folk, this upheaval was not 
regarded with any great alarm. All the 
army chiefs and most of the tribal leaders 
declared themselves in‘faygur of‘the King, 
and one of the latter, Bachai Saquao, who 
was a personal friend of His Majesty, 
came to Kabul to obtain arms and 
ammunition for his followers. As soon as 
he had equipped his men, however, this 
leader went into open: rebellion and led 
the rebels against Kabul. Amanullah was 
taken completely unawares by the 
treachery of his former friénd. One by 
one the army leaders deserted him, until 
finally he was Jeit a virtual prisoner in 
the capital, with a handful of faithful 
followers. The story of the last few 
weeks in Kabul. has heen told by a young. 
American woman who was on her honey- 
moon when the rising began. The British 
Legation, which seems to have been the 
headquarters of the foreign residents, was 
under fire for several days, and, save for 
the excellent work of the Royal Air Force, 
the lives of a large number of women and 
children might have been lost. Sir Francis 
Humphrys has been the hero of the re- 
bellion. Throughout the days of danger 
and anxiety he seems to have acted with 
admirable coolness and courage. 

The Afghanistan revolt represents a 
struggle for existence on the part of the 
mullahs, or priests, who have enjoyed 
almost autocratic power in the country 
for centuries.

His visit 
to Western Europe had filled him 
with admiration for modern ideas. 


Wherever he went-he studied carefully 
the habits of the people, with a view to 
the complete reformation of his own kins- 
folk ; and no sooner had he gone back to 
Afghanistan: than he began to give 
practical effect to his newly-acquired 
ideas. One of his first actions was to 
inaugurate the emancipation of women. 
The Queen throughout her European 
journeys had. abandoned the veil,. which 
was the traditional mark of Mohammedan 
womanhood, and King Amanullah tried 
to induce all the women of Afghanistan 
to follow ner: lead. He established a 
school for girls at Kabpl in the teeth of | 
the mullahs’ opposition. In order to 
show his complete independence’ of the 
priesthood, he ordained that Friday no 
longer should be the weekly day of rest. 
He tried in a few weeks to change the 
customs of countless generations in a land 
where tradition is a vital force, and, 
quite naturally, ,the. people revolted 
against him. }

Chance in History. 

Some of us—a little tired of govern- 
ment by the counting of heads—will 
welcome the revival of an old conception 
of history. It is, in effect, Homer’s con- 
ception that the gods were concerned only 
with great chieftains and ignored the 
crowd. ‘Thomas Carlyle was an ardent 
exponent of this view. He preached the 
all-importance of the individual in his 
book on ‘‘Heroes’’; but the modern 
school of historians has shelved him and 
flatters the new democracy. It holds that 
history is the history of peoples as opposed 
to the personal adventures of Kings and 
statesmen, It holds, too, that, since’ the 
beginning of time, the action of no 
individual, prince or peasant, has affected 
the “logic of events.” History, for the 
scientific school, is a process of regular 
evolution—a series of inevitable results 
flowing from well-marshalled tables of 
causes. The medieval Papacy and the 
English Constitution, for instance, were 


pelling causes. To this determinist view 
Sir Charles Oman, M.P., issues a robust 
challenge. Addressing the Historical 
Association at Oxford, on Wednesday, he 
said that the history of mankind was as 
much cataclysmic as evolutionary—was, 
indeed, a series of happenings affected 
by inscrutable chances. These happenings 
had included earthquake, pestilence and 
climatic change, but the main cause of 
cataclysm in history was “the inter- 
mittent appearance of outstanding per- 
sonalities..” As examples of such 
personalities Sir Charles Oman cited 
Alexander the Great, Mahomet and 
Napoleon. No logical cause explains the 
coming of these three men in their 
several centuries: like Topsy, they “just 
growed.” Their actions on the stage of 
human affairs were unpredictable, If 


ordinary man, there would have been no 
conquest of the East; the annexation of 
Egypt to the western world would not 
have occurred, and Shakespeare would not 
have written ‘‘Antony and Cleopatra.”’ 
Of Mahomet, founder of a faith and of 
an empire, it would be absurd to say that 
he was an inevitable product of Arabian 
conditions in the seventh century after 
Christ. What logic can explain Napoleon s 
combination of world-wide ambition, 
military skill and gifts of statecraft? 
“Plan we never so wisely —this was Sir 
Charles Oman’s conclusion— “the super- 
men or mere blind ehance may bring our 
plans to naught. The ancient Greeks 
erected an altar to the Goddess of Luck. 
I would not follow their example; for to 
trust to chance is not good policy, I 
would insist that to believe -in ‘the inevit- 
able logic of events’ is as dangerous as 
to leave things to luck.” The warning is 
as necessary as it is sound, since these 
are days when statesmen have ceased to 
be students and science has raped history 
out of the field of litera humaniores. It is 
a corrective of the smugness and cock- 
sureness of modern democracy. Rightly 
does the world strive for peace; disarma- 
ment is a noble ideal and the League of 
Nations a noble experiment. Yet life’s 
inscrutable factors persist, and a new 
Alexander or a new Napoleon—now, 
perhaps, im the womb of time—would go 
his own way, sublimely careless of any 
formule of Washington or Geneva,

A Year's Motoring. 


Last year the number of motor vehicles 
in Great Britain had risen to more than 
2,000.000—an increase of about 140,000 
over the total for the year 1927. Of the 
new vehicles 100,000 represent private 
cars, 20,000 goods vehicles and 20,000 
motor cycles. Revenue derived from taxa- 
tion of. motor vehicles amounted to 
£25,000,000. The average annual licence 
of cars was 14 guineas and of commercial 
vehicles £28 10s. 6d. During the car- 
makers’ year, which ended on August lst, 
nearly 160,000 British-built cars and 


nearly 35,000 British-built vans and 
lorries were sold. Nevertheless—says a 


technical correspondent of the Tar 
Telegraph—the year 1928 has proved a 
poor season for the British motor 
industry. It was a period of notable 
achievements in motoring and of consider- 
able development. in automobile design 
and construction, but sales did not reach 
the volume that was desived and expected. 
January saw the introduction of tetra- 
ethyl fortified petrol as a new fuel. 
February was noteworthy for Captain 
Malcolm Campbell 's capture of the world’s 
land speed “record ” at Daytona Beach 
with a speed of 206 miles per hour, In 
the same month safety glass came into 
notice, and the demand for this valuable 
substance increased so largely in subse- 
quent months that many new firms 
engaged in its production. In April 
Captain Campbell’s “ record’’ was sur- 
passed by an American driver, and a few 
days later Mr. Frank Lockhart lost his 
life in an attempt to achieve a yet higher 
speed. In May the first demonstrations 
were given of free-wheeling devices which 
are intended to render easier the changing 
of gears. by. inexpert drivers; June 
brought several victories to English cars 
a) ny ooighll st the 
great race in Ulster displayed British pre- 
eminence in tourist cars. In October the 
car show at Olympia revealed a desire in 
the motor trade to widen the market. of

“Cheap: Oysters. 


“In France a man need not be in the 


mood for festive expenditure to order a 
dish of huitres; but in these islands 
oysters remain a luxury not to be enjoyed 
by the economical. . Of old, and down to 
recent times, English ‘and: Irish oysters 
were good, plentiful, famous and inexpen- 
sive. Can the English oyster beds be 
rendered: fruitful once again? The ques- 
tion was mooted recently by Mr. A. M. 
Samuel, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury. The Times recalls that about 
1870 a parliamentary order was grented 
to the Corporations of Boston and Lynn 
to bring selected. areas in the Wash under 
control for the cultivation of oysters. A 
few years later, during the three months 
in. which the beds were open, nearly 
700,000 oysters were taken up in the Lynn 
district alone.  Ovyer-fishing, however, 
combined with the neglect to promote 
cultivation, led to the exhaustion of the 
beds, and the industry died. Similar 
reasons damaged the oyster-fishing of Car- 
lingford Lough. Fifty years ago Carling- 
ford oysters. were considered one of the 
most delicious of dishes; to-day it is 
necessary to re-stock the beds with foreign 
oysters, and the output is greatly re- 
duced. For the proposed revival of the 
oyster fishery of the Wash it is rec“ znised 
that exclusive control of the area, with 
power to prevent poaching, 
granted to some appropriate authority if 
sufficient capital is to be attracted. The 
re-stocking of old beds is an expensive 
process; for only a minute proportion of 
the larve survive. Experiments are being 
made by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries in the cultivation of young 
oysters in controlled pits. If these should 
succeed, it might be possible to re-stock 
beds cheaply and to multiply their pro- 
luctivity. At present oyster cultivation 
on a commercial scale is confined to the 
Thames estuary, some districts of Corn- 
wall and the Mumbles. If other oyster- 
bearing districts were rendered prolific, 
oysters might become as popular in these 
islands as in France. 


LORD HAILSHAM’S 
MARRIAGE. 


WESTMINSTER ABBEY 


CEREMONY. 


The Lord Chancellor (Lord Hailsham) 
was married in Westminster Abbey yesterday 
to the Hon. Mrs. Clive Lawrence, widow of 
the Hon. Alfred Clive Lawrence. 

The news that the wedding would take 
place at the Abbey leaked out during the 
morning, and when Lord Hailsham drove 
slowly across Old Palace Yard from the 
Lords’ entrance to the House of Parliament 
to the chapel at the back of the Abbey at 
11.45 some Pressmen, who had arrived only 
a few minutes earlier, were awaiting him at 


the gate. 
The Lord Chancellor was accompanied in 
the car by some men friends. A few 


moments before Big Ben struck twelve the 
bride drove up in a dark high-powered 
limousine car. She had driven direct to the 
Abbey from Beaufort Gardens, where she had 
been staying recently. She was dressed in a 
dark coat, with fur collar, under which was a 
neat electric blue frock, with hat to match. 
A spray of lilies of the valley was arranged 
in front of her coat. With her in the car 
were her little daughter and the child's 
nurse. 

After they left the chapel they returned 
unnoticed to the Houses of Parliament. 
There a number of guests were awaiting 
them. After about a quarter of an hour, 
with only two policemen and a Pressman to 
recognise them, Lord Hailsham and his bride 
left by the Lord Chancellor’s entrance in Old 
Palace Yard, where a car was standing ready 
for them, 

Both had changed attire, and Lord Hails- 
ham now wore a light overcoat and a light- 
coloured soft felt hat. His bride wore a 

retty shade of blue, and both were smiling 
appily. Everything had been so perfectly 
arranged that the car bearing the Lord Chan- 
cellor and his wife was driven out of sight 
within a few seconds, 


NEW LAW TERM IN 
LONDON. 


- 


750 DIVORCE CASES. 

The Hilary Term at the Law Courts in 
London will open to-day week, and will con- 
tinue for ten weeks. Litigation, so far as 
present indications go, is well up to a normal 
standard, and it is probable that there will 
be about 1,700 matters for trial in all 
divisions. 

The entry of. undefended divorce. cases 
points to a probable total of about 540, of 
which about 50 are carried forward from the 
last term. ‘Trials before a judge alone of 
defended cases in this division, totalling 
approximately 180, with 32 jury cases, bring 
the complete record to a little over 750. 

A notable fact is that divorce suits 
before special juries have declined to two, 
against eleven last term, while the common 
jury cases are thirty, compared with thirty- 
two last term. This total of about 750 com- 
pares with 790 in the recent sittings, but 
exceeds the Hilary Term in 1928, when the 
figure was 710. On the whole, the business, 
therefore in this division shows no material 
fluctuation. i 

The proportion oí matrimonial smts under 
the Poor Persons’ rules is again large, and 
the tendency for wives to predominate as 
petitioners—which has been marked since 
equality between the sexes was enacted so 
far as the grounds of divorce are concerned— 
is again apparent. 

Some heavy will suits are in the list, and 
there are several petitions under the 
Legitimacy Declaration Act. 

The King’s Bench work in the new term 
will rélate to about six hundred cases, 
against 836 last term and 866 in the Hilary 
Term of 1928. There are seven breach of 
promise cases. Under present arrangements 
seven judges will be engaged during part of 
the sittings on the country circuits.

RETIREMENT OF SIR (C. A, 
COWARD. 

Sir Cecil Allen Coward, a veteran solicitor 
and a former President of the Law Society 
of England, has announced his retirement 
from practice. He is 83 years of age. His 
partnership with Messrs. Coward, Chance 
and Co., of Mincing Lane, London, has been 
dissolved and. his son, Mr. Cecil Robert 
Coward is also retiring. The dissolution of 
partnership, which affects only these two 
members of the firm, has been arranged by 
mutual consent. 

Sir Cecil has been associated with the firm 
for over fifty years, and his son, whose re- 
tirement is due to health reasons, for 
vighteen years. 

In the course of his long career, Sir Cecil 
has dealt with some of the leading cases of 
the past half century, particularly in connee- 
tion with commercia ie. 

Perhaps the most famous case with which 
his firm was concerned was the inquiry which 
followed the Jameson Raid in 1896. when the 
late Mr. B. F, Hawksley was solicitér for 
Cecil Rhodes.

“THE KING'S PROGRESS.

The’ bulletin from Buckingham Palace 
this morning, although it reported no 
change in the condition of the King, is not 
regarded as unsatisfactory ; for, while the 
King has been restless for the second night 
in succession, there has been no definite 
check in the slight progress which he has 
been making, and this is looked upon as 
an indication that he has a better reserve 
of strength on which to draw. 
garded as a favourable sign that there is 
no change in the general condition at this 
stage of the illness, and, while natural 
sleep is most valuable at the present time, 
restless nights are to be expected. Taken 
altogether, medical opinion, following to- 
night’s bulletin, inclines to the view that 
there is no reason to change the hope that 
progress is being made. 


The Queen's Influence. 


It is understood that at present the King 
is not strong enough to see any’ member 
of the Royal Family except the Queen, 
who goes in and out of his sick room as 
she thinks fit. Lord Dawson attaches 
much importance to her visits. The Queen 
1s responsible for the fact that the Kiny 
is taking more nourishment. His fatigue 
is so great that all he desires is to be left 
alone, and his nurses have had great 
difficulty in persuading him to take food. 
When this fact was brought to the atten- 
tion of the Queen she saw Lord Dawson, 
and then begged the King to make an 
effort to take more food in order to increase 
his strength. Since that time there have 
been references to the fact that the diffi- 
culty experienced in this direction is being 
overcome.

A Danish Gift. 


The news comes from Denmark that a 
Danish paper makes a suggestion that a 
ship-load of bacon, butter and eggs should 
be sent as a New Year's gift from the 
Danish Co-operative ‘Societies to the dis- 
tressed British miners, and that the posst- 
bilities of the proposals are now being 
examined. Such a departure would cer- 
tainly be welcomed by the miners, though 
a ship-load of provisions would not go 
very far in relieving the widespread dis- 
tress in the coal-mining areas. At the 
same time” it is pointed out that the 
small traders in the distressed areas are 
suffering heavily from the fact that 
supplies in kind are being sent so freely 
into their districts, since the poor trade 
which they are experiencing threatens to 
vanish altogether should this state of 


things continue to prevai]. The point is 
interesting, because so many of these 
small shop-keepers have given their 


customers the utmost limit of credit. 


London's Weather. 


In London this morning there were one 
or two flurries of fine snow, but, though 
the wind is particularly cold and biting, 
there is not much prospect of a heavy 
fall. The Air Ministry ascribes the cold 
to an anti-cyclone stretching from Scot- 
land to Southern Scandinavia, and it 1s 
thought that this is likely to continue for 
some days. On account of the better 
weather during the last two days the 
height of the River Thames has fallen 
twelve inches in the upper reaches. The 
welcome relief came when the river was 
bank high and serious and widespread 
flooding was threatened. 


Datch Masters. 


The exhibition of Dutch masters at 
Burlington House to-day was attended by 
a great crowd of people for the private 
view, and it was “agence agreed by 
those present that the exhibition is one 
of the finest of its kind ever seen. Many 
foreigners were present, and it was inte-

Road and Rail. 


The Southern Railway intends to ge 
further than other lines in its railway 
and motor ‘bus co-operation; for it 
intends to run excursions by road as well 
as by rail. One idea is that people shall 
be taken out of London to the edge of the 
country, and there picked up by road 
vehicles to complete their journey to the 
sea or other destination, almost as quickly 
as if they went the whole distance by 
train. Should this plan be generally 
adopted, it will give the railway companies 
a great advantage over motor coach trans- 
port, since. the time saved would be 
corsiderable, particularly as the motor 
coaches will be bound by the legislation 


limiting their speed.

The British Broadcasting Company 
announces this morning that its new 
journal, The Listener, is to be issued on 
the recommendation of a committee of 
inquiry presided over by ‘Sir Henry 
Hadow. It is understood that this 
publication is not to compete with other 
weekly journals of a sontewhat similar 
type, but is to widen the market of the 
printed word, whatever that..may mean, 
and.that less than ten per cent. of the 
matter will be original contributions.

DISINCLINATION 
WEARINESS OF 


— 


The following authoritative statement 
addressed to the medical. profession, which 
appears am Mis week's ‘* Lancet”? and 
“ British MeNical Journal,’ was issued 
from Buckingham Palace last night :— 


_ For true understanding of the position 
it must be emphasised that neither in its 
inception nor in its subsequent course 
has this illness conformed to what is 
called “ pleuro-bneumonia,” Rather was 
, it a streptococcel sé¢pticemia, which, by 
fortunate happening, localised at the base 
of the right Jung,. first imperfectly, and 
later as an empyema—“‘ fixation abscess ”’ 
—forming between the base of the lung 
and the diaphragm. 

In the second phase of the illness (vide 
report December 22nd) the clinical pic- 


ture—dusky appearance, dry _ cracked 
tongue, delirium, subsultus exhaustion— 
was that of a severe toxemia and 


resembling that of a case of severe typhoid 
lever in the third or fourth week. 

So now the picture is that of the after- 
math of a severe general infection. The 
empyema wound is now clean and steadily 
diminishing in size, the discharge from 
the pleural cavity is small in amount, 
aud the streptococcus grown from the pus 
—identical with that originally found in 
the blood—is diminishing in potency. 


AMERICAN DRUG NOT USED. 

Fusol has been an effective local appli- 
cation, and though, through the courtesy 
of an American colleague, Dr. Sherman. 
of Pittsburgh, a supply of Dakin’s solu- 
tion, electrolytically prepared, has been 
recently received, there has been no 
opportunity to use it, because the neces- 
sity of any such local application has 
passed.

NARROW RESERVE POWER. 

It will be readily understood that, 
while this exhaustion state is pronounced, 
the margin of reserve power must be 
narrow, and that,small set-backs, inevit 
able at this stage, have a correspond 
ingly more severe effect. 

It is important that the public should 
not interpret such set-backs, or reports 
of “no change,” as relapses. During 
each week there will be ups and downs, 
and progress will consist of a slow and 
increasing predominance of the ups over 
the downs. 

One of the inevitable difficulties in so 
long an illness is to convey to the public 
® true picture—neither too bright nor too 
dark. It is for th®s reason, among otheis, 
that the courtesy of the medical press 1s 
valuable in order to convey through their 


readers to the public fuller informa 
tion and so avoid the risk of misunder 
standing. 


FED BY A NURSE. 

As regards nourishment, about which so 
many suggestions have been received, the 
difficulties will be understood when it 18 
stated that there is disinclination for most 
foods, and dislike for many, and that 
Weakness necessitates nourishment being 
given by a nurse with a feeder. 

Adequacy of nutriment, both as regards 
quantity and variety, is now being 
secured, though not without difficulty. 
Moreover, the combatting of loss of weight. 
which has been netable, depends not only 
on food taken, but food digested and 
assimilated. and here again the exhaustion 
tells its tale. 


BLOOD PRESSURE LOW. — 

The blood pressure has fallen too low, 
and the calcium content. of the blood has 
of late considerably decreased. The 
administration of calcium, parathyroid 
extract and strychnine is apparently 
beneficial. The same is true of ray- 
therapy, which is being continued.

| grave illness it has been fully considered 
and put aside at the present stage as 
definitely undesirable. 

Moreover, the red blood count is one of 
the most hopeful features; for, whereas in 
the early days of the illness, the red count 
was as low as 2,900,000, to-day the count 
reached 4,500,000. 

THE WILL TO LIVE. 

Moreover, the exhaustion is as much a 
weariness of mind as of body. Though 
there is an increasing sense of the burden 
of his illness, the will of the King to live 
is there. Because of this exhaustion the 
course must be long, and, for the present, 
anxious. None the less, improvement and 
progress are taking place slowly, but 
surely enough to justify the hope that the 
King will be restored to his people. 

The following, in addition to those 
previously mentioned, have contributed to 
the King’s care during the past weeks :— 
Sister Rose Simmonds, an expert in 
practical dietetics of the London Hospital, 
and Professor Charles Dodds. 


DANGERS TO BE SURMOUNTED. 

The Lancet, in its introduction to the 
authorised statement, says :— 

“The New Year brings but little lessen- 
ing of the concern with which the King’s 
illness is watched both in this country and 
elsewhere. The path to convalescence has 
proved steep and difficult, almost too 
steep, indeed, for. a man exhausted by so 
many week’s infection. Its dangers have 
been only too apparent, and that many 
of them have still to be surmounted is 
clear from the cautious bulletins of His 
‘Maiestv’s advisers.”” . 

At the end of the statement the Lancet 
adds :—-‘* The note of encouragement with 
which this statement ends will do much 
to renew a hope which has at times fallen 
very low. On the other hand, the 
obstacles to recovery are frankly set out, 
and no medical reader will gain the 1m- 
pression that their removal is purely a 
matter of time.

In a leading article The Times observes :—

RUSSIANS’

ATTITUDE OF LONDON 
BANK.

RIGA, Thursday. 

Riga banking circles are interested in the 
report that the London Overseas Bank intends 
to place half a million sterling capital at the 
disposal of the Latvian Share Bank, a con- 
trolling interest in which they purchased a 
month ago. The Riga banks have been doing 
profitable business with the Soviet Govern- 
ment in financing Russian exports by advanc- 
ing cash against goods arriving at Latvian 
warehouses, and the Overseas Bank is 
reported to be interested in these operations. 
ussia’s sudden invitation to Poland and 
Lithuania to sign a special agreement making 
the Kellogg Pact effective immediately upon 
its ratification by these three countries, inde- 
pendent of the provision in the Pact which 
specifies that it 1s not effective until fourteen 
nations ratify it, is greeted by the Baltic 
Press as Moscow’s latest effort to win public 
sympathy abroad. Both Polish and Lithu- 
anian prisons contain hundreds of Communists 
who have been sent to jail for accepting 
Moscow money, for obeying the Communist 
International’s instructions to overturn these 
Governments, according to the largest Riga 
newspaper, which believes that all Moscow's 
efforts to promote peace must be considered 
insincere until the Communist International 
is liquidated and the Soviet State Bank 
ceases to send funds to foreign Communist 
agitators.

Despatches to the. Giernale d'Italia state 
that the Argéntine Nationalists see in the 
resignation and replacement of the 
Tucuman bishop clever manceuvres of the 
Papal Nuncio, which constitute an affront 
to the rights of patronage of the Argen- 
tine Government. The Government, ih 
turn, wants, to reduce the position of the 
Nuncio to a simple diplomatic function. 
Tho Guiornale’s despatch continues: 
“ Although Argentina is a very Catholic 
country, the Nationalist upper classes 
resent the spiritual dependence of their 
local church on Rome, and are doing all 
in their power to try to render the Church 
in Argentina autonomous and gain back 
for it the local political authority it once 
Pass The Argentina Government is 
oming acutely sensitive to questions of 
Nationalism, and is exacting a monopoly 
of the schools and endeavouring to 
amalgamate the citizens into. a homo- 
geneous people. 
ARGENTINA’S DEMAND. 
“The trouble is accentuated,’’ continues 
the Giornale’s correspondent, “ by. the fact 
that priests in Argentina are mostly 
foreigners, and are better equipped than 
the native Argentine clergymen to occupy 
high positions in the Church. Now there 
is a demand for a reduction of the office 
of the Nuncio to that of a simple 
diplomat, making it a mere point of con 
tact between the Vatican and the Argen- 
tine Church, and this function should not 
be exercised by the Nuncio directly, 
according to the Argentine view, but by 
passing through the Argentine Govern- 
ment. In no question must the Nuncio 
intervene without rendering an account to 
the Argentine Government, to which he 
is accredited,”’ is the demand. 
The article concludes: ‘‘The conflict 
over the Tucuman diocese is merely a 
symptom of the desire for independence 
which characterises the whole politics of 
Argentina, and which pursues, in every 
way, its programme of national consolida- 
tion, even in spiritual matters:”’

RAIDERS HEAVILY FINED 
IN CAMELS.

JERUSALEM, Thursday. 

A strong body of the Frontier Defence 
Force returned to Amman on Tuesday with 
a hostage, the son of the Sheikh of the Beni 
Sakhr tribe, belonging to Transjordan terri- 
tory, which recently engaged in raids against 
tribes that are subjects of the Wahabi King, 
Inn Saud. 
The defence force also levied a heavy fine 
in camels. 
This salutary action was undertaken as 
proof of the goodwill of the Transjordan 
authorities and their desire to maintain peace- 
ful relations with Ibn Saad. 
According to an announcement by the | 
Iraq Fress Bureau, published in The Times 
on Janesty Ist, aeroplanes engaged in recon- 
naissance on December 29th near the Nejdi 
frontier saw a raiding party consisting of 
130 cameimen. The raiders fired on the 
aeroplanes, which thereupon bombed them, 
causing them to retreat across the frontier, 
Jeaving behind three men and twelve camels. 
The raiders are believed to have belonged 
to the Wahabi tribe of the Mutair, and their 
apparent object was to attack an encamp- 
ment of Iraq shepherds. 


THE EMIR’S CO-OPERATION.

AMMAN, PALESTINE, Thursday. 
A strong column, composed of twenty-three 
cars, including a detachment of the frontier 
force, conveyed in six-wheel Royal Air Force 
tenders, and accompanied by an officer repre- 
senting the British Resident, and also a 
representative of the Emir Abduilah, left 
Amman on Saturday last to andertake puni- 
tive action against the Zeben section of the 
Beni Sakhr tribe, which had been guilty of 
raiding in Nejd territory, contrary to the 
Emir Abdullah’s orders.

PARIS FUNICULAR TO 
DISAPPEAR,

PARIS, Thursday. 
One by one famous Parisian landmarks 
surrender to the march of progress. The 
next institution scheduled to disappear is 
the venerable funicular railway line, that, 
when conditions are favourable, runs nn- 
certainly up and down the steep slopes of 
the Butte Montmartre. 
The abandonment of this line is due to 
M. d’Herbecourt, municipal representative 
for Montmartre, who wants to see the 
ancient vehicle supplanted by a moving 
stairway or some other more modern 
machine. 
The natives of the picturesque Parisian 
summit, however, do not agree with their 
representative. Maybe the funicular does 
not work as well as it might, and maybe 
it gets stuck half-way up the hill now and 
again they say, but they are used to it, 
and they are dead set against the intro- 
duction of any new ways of scaling the 
heights. 
The concession of the funicular expires 
in 19351, and M. d'Herbecdhrt is trying to 
persuade the city to consider plans for 
either an automatic stairway or some other 
device to instal when the concession runs 
out.

CHICAGO (by Mant). 

A new gas so deadly that it would mak 
war an international suicide has been dis- 
covered, Dr. Hilton Ira Jones, a widely- 
known research chemist, recently told the 
Chicago Executives in a talk on chemistry 
and its future in the business world. 

Dr. Jones said that this new gas cause 
instant death to anv person who inhaled ir. 
Chemists, he said, have made solid automobile 
tyres from fish scales, and declared the day 
was near at hand when corn cobs would 
be more valuable than corn. 

“ Ancient alchemists were right.” Dr. Jones 
said, “they believed all material substances 
werc built of a single thing. Chemistry 
changes wine into water and water into wine. 
A chemist in five minutes can manufacture 4 
dye, a war gas and a medicine from analine.”’

A WATCHFUL MINISTRY. 


The question of granting outdoor relief 
io able-bodied persons unable to obtain 
work is once more troubling the Belfast 
board of Guardians. At its meeting on 
Tuesday a letter was received from the 
llome Office, in which it was stated that 
the Ministry — to make an order 
authorising the Guardians to grant relief 
to such unemployed people for a period 
of three months, subject to certain pre- 
scribed conditions. This has been ren 
dered possible under the new Northern 
Treland Exceptional Distress Act, and the 
(juardians, or, at least, the majority of 
them, complain that it was ssed 
through Parliament without consultation 
with the Board, which was opposed to it. 
One member even went so far as to say 
that they are not bound to carry out the 
law if they are convinced that the law is 
wrong, as they could cease to be members 

a curious comment on Unionist legisla- 
tion intended to assist the poor. 

It will be recalled that the Guardians 
suggested that the able-bodied applicants 
should be taken into the workhouse, an 
»iternative abhorrent to most people; but 
the Minister of Home Affairs said that 
such a proposal coald not be tolerated, as 
it would mean the breaking of hundreds 
of homes. The per course, he pointed 
out, was to provide assistance sufficient to 
tide the workless, who have no unem- 
ployment benefit, over the period of 
depression, and in that decision he has 
the cordial approval of the great mass of 
the ratepayers. Large sums have been 
saved by the Guardians in the granting 
of outdoor relief within the past few 
months under their restrictive scheme, 
but parsimony at the expense of needy 
families is not always applauded. Of 
course, great care has to be taken by the 
Board to prevent abuses, but the official 
fivures show that unemployment in the 
city is still acute, and those ‘‘ genuinely 
weking work” cannot find it. The

BANNED BY HOME OFFICE. 


Several weeks ago the Northern 
Ministry of Home Affaits issued a provi- 
sional order prohibiting privately-owned 
buses from plying for hire on the streets 
of Belfast without the written authority 
of the Corporation—an arrangement made 
in accordance with the agreement come to 
between the Home Office, the City Council 
and the principal "bus companies for the 
better regulation of transport traffic in 
Belfast and throughout the province. 
Many of the prohibited ’buses, however, 
continued to operate over several of the 
more important routes, the contention of 
the owners being that, as they had paid 
for their licences, it would be unfair to 
drive them off the streets in favour of the 
Corporation. People wondered that the 
Home Office tolerated this defiance of its 
regulations, but, perhaps, the legal posi- 
tion was a trifle obscure: The blow has 
now fallen, and the independent ‘buses 
have been withdrawn. At the meeting of 
the Corporation on Tuesday, Councillor 
McClure, Chairman of the Tramways 
Committee, drew attention to the matter 
and said that he feli very strongly about 
these ‘buses still plying for hire despite 
the Government’s order. The responsi- 
bility, he added, rested with the Govern- 
ment, which, he understood, intended to 
deal with the position definitely and 
drastically forthwith. The ‘‘ forthwith ” 
has come to pass with surprising sudden- 
ness. 
On the same day+the dawn of the 
new year—the: police notified the owners 
of the ‘buses concerned that the Ministry 
had revoked the licence attached to each 
of these vehicles by reason of infringe. 
ment of the regulations. Any attempt, 
therefore, to ply for hire~involves heavy 
financial penalties. It appears that the 
licences expired with the old year and 
that the Ministry refused to renew them 
—an effective procedure. Applications 
for a renewal of road licences were also 
turned down, and it is stated that the 
owners are taking legal advice regarding 
their position. In the meantime it 's 
satisfactory to note that order has been 
evolved out of the recent chaotic traffic 
conditions, while the financial position of 
the tramways has been greatly improved.

DECEIVED WOMAN'S APPEAL. 


At Derry City Crown Sessions yesterday, 
George. Wilson, íormerly a storeman in the 
Albion Motor Works, Glasgow, pleaded guilty 
to marrying Margaret Walker, Waterside, on 
August 9, 1924, in Derry, although his wile, 
Elizabeth Rankin, to whom he was married 
on June 2, 1916, at Glasgow, was still alive. 
Detective Constable Murphy gave evidence 
of arresting Wilson in Glasgow. 

Judge Osborne said that the prisoner had 
handed in a statement, in which he said that 
he had served three months’ imprisonment 
ior failing to comply with an order for the 
maintenance of his lawiul wile. 

Margaret Walker stated that on August 9. 
1924, she went through a form of marriage 
with Wilson. She had no idea he was a 
married man, nor had he given her any hint 
that he was already married. .She lived with 
him subsequently as man and wife, and there 
was one child of the marriage. She had no 
complaint to make of his treatment of her 
He treated her kindly, and she was quite 
happy. 

e Rev. Leslie Rankin, minister of 
Ebrington Presbyterian Church, who. officiated 
at the second marriage ceremony, said that 
he knew the prisoner as a very respectable 
man, who had served in the Army for a 
considerable time. He had made ample pro- 
vision for his wiie prior to joining, and daring 
the time he served in the Army, and as far 
as witness could ascertain, had been faithful 
and honourable. Any course he may have 
taken afterwards was largely due to his 
wife’s infidelity. The woman he married 
afterwards belonged to a most respectable 
family, whom witness had known for many 
years. Miss Margaret Walker bore a very 
honourable character. When she entered 
into the marriage contract she had no doubt 
Wilson was single. 

The Judge—That makes it worse. 

The Rev. Mr. Rankin asked His Honour 
to deal leniently with the case, having re- 
gard to the facts. 

The Judge said that if a woman thought 
she was legally married, and had got a 
proper settlement in life, and found that thai 
setilement fell about her head in ruins, it 
was serious bevond measure for her. Ap- 
parently the prisoner had captured the affec- 
tions of Miss Walker, who had handed in a 
pathetic appeal on his behalf. What Mr.

RAIL-’BUS LINKS. 


COMPANIES NEARER LONDON 


MAY FOLLOW SUIT. 


Developments nearer London may follow 
the £1,000,000 “bus and rail combine formed 
by the Great Western Railway Company aad 
the Najional Omnibus Compaay. ‘‘National’’ 
‘buses run over wide areas other than that 
covered by the present arrangement, which 
is, roughly, west.of Exeter. They ply in 
Essex and Hertfordshire, and through some 
of the South Coast towns. 
The London and North-Eastern Railway 
and Southern Railway directors are consider- 
ing their positions, although no decisions 


have yet been made. , . 
The working agreement already “existing 
between the National and the London 


General Omnibus Companies is being dis- 
cussed. .This may be renewed by the 
Western National Onmibus Company, the 
new company formed by the G.W.R. and the 
National Company. ' 
Such -ce-operative extensions as are made 
will be to enable trains and "buses to feed 
each other rather than to eliminate competi- 
tion. 
‘A person leaving London for places 
served by the new company’s "buses will in 
future be able to boole through at Padding- 
ton, and will find a "bus waiting for him 
when he leavés the train a; the. other end, 
instead of having to wait,” it was stated yes 
terday. ; 

“The "buses will still be permitted to pick 
up passengers along the road, so country 
residents will not suffer.’’ 
Most of the 350 vehicles to be used under 
the new scheme are of the large saloon type, 
with the latest tyres and upholstering.

In particular, Miss Mellone 
urges that woman should be included on the 
three committees of the County Boards +f 
Health. 

In the course of her statement, Miss 
Mellone explains many details of the actual 
work of the local authorities, under the 
system being gradually established through- 
out the country, cm é as the result of the" 
Local Government Act of 1925. á 

Considering the health work oí one local 
authority, in the first instance, Miss Mellone 
writes :—Under the 1925 Act, one entire ad- 
ministration of the health services is in ‘the 
hands of the County Beard of Health. By 
Schedule 2 of the Act, this body, consisting 
of ten members, is elected by the County 
Council from their own members. Thus, those 
who are not actually County Councillors are 
eligible as members of this body. This 
Board carries on its work through three main 
Committees—Home and Home Assistance, 
Hospitals and Dispensaries and Public Health, 

WORK OF COMMITTEES. 

The work of these Committees is allocated 
on the principle that the three objects of all 
public health bodies should be kept entirely 
distinct. These three are:—1, The relief of 
distress; 2, the treatment of sickness; 3, the 
prevention of sickness. 

The Home Assistance Committee is con- 
cerned with the first. Such matters as the 
adminstration of the County Home, provision 
for orphan or destitute ititees, and, verv 
possibly in the near future, the establishment 
of homes for unmarried mothers, come within 
its scope. 

The Hospitals and Dispensaries’ Committee 
is responsible for all the varying forms of 
work which actually entail treatment of sick- 
ness: It is interesting to note that curative 
treatment has been pushed more and more 
into the background by the preventative 
measures which now occupy so much of the 
public time. 

This question of prevention belongs to the 
scope of the Public Health Committee. This 
ae administers the tuberculosis schemes, the 
maternity and child welfare scheme, the 
school and medical service, Dairies, Cow- 
sheds and Milkshops’ Order, and the various 
Public Health Acts relating to sanitation and 
uther health measures. 

The full-time county medical officers who 
are gradually being appointed are responsible 
to this body, and report to it. The county 
medica] officer will also very shortly have the 
duty of inspecting the midwives who are 
now registered under the Midwives Act. 
MEDICAL AND NURSING SERVICES.

lt is, of course, evident that women should 
be included on all three committees. If 
women are to take their share of the work 
which is necessary for its adequate accom- 
plishment, women voters must interest them- 
selves in the county council eloctions by 
recording their own votes ia favour of com- 
petent candidates, avd by supporting the 
candidature of any competent women who 
come forward. This is of special im 
for, as already pointed out, the rd of 
Health. on whom the final authority rests, 
is appointed from members of the county 
council. 

Tho re-organisation of the whole medical 
and nursing service of the Irish Free State 
will be carried out during the next few 
vears, especially after the legislation follow- 
ing the report of the Poor Law Commission. 
This is the time when women's service is 


needed. 

SCOPE FOR ACTIVITY. 
Generally the death rate has fallen all over 
the Free State,but the death rate of women in 
childbirth has not fallen appreciably in the 
last ten years. This necd not be the case. 
There are ample provisions in the Local 
Government Act, 1925, for all the different 
activities which were pointed out as neces- 
sary in the Public Health Congress held in 
Dublin iast year, increased ante-natal work, 
training of midwives, etc. 

Such an increase of work would mean 


additional expense, but expense is not to be 


avoided. Home assistance is a heavy item 
in the year’s total. There is a direct con- 
nection between the maintenance of the health 
services and the amount of home assistance 
required. 
Were it possible to raise the standard of 
public health part of the money spent: in 
relief would be saved.

As 
ratepayers they are equally concerned with
